GOVERNMENT VIOLATES THE
INTERSTATE COMMERCE ACT,

rendered by the Comptroller of the Treasury
in passing upon certaln disputed accounts
of the Interior Department, makes it ap-
pear that the Government has for some
time been accepting rebates from rallroads
for the transportaton of freight, The case
before the Comptroller arose in connection
with the freight of contractors engaged in
work on irrigation projeots in the West

Comptroller Tracewell virtually declares
that the Secretary of the Interior and the
Director of the Geological Survey have vio-
lated both the epirit and the letter of the
Interstate Commerce act, which makes it a
mirdemeanor to accept rebates. In a letter

retary submitted a communication from

"On Oct. 13, 1904, the Department ap-
proved a contract with the Southern Pa-
cific Company providing for certain oon-
cessions to contractors under the Reclama-
tion act in the freight rates upon their plant
and materiala shipped to and from the work
on the projects. Other contracts of similar
character have since been negotiated with
the principal roads. The conoessions in
rates are brought to the attention of all bid«
ders on the work of the reclamation service
in order that they may make due allowance
for such concessions in their bide. Para-
graph I1. of the general conditions attached
to the specifications inviting bids calls
attention to these concessions and notifies
bidders that they are expected to make
allowances for these concessions.

The letter adds that Sherer & Co., con-
tractors on the Salt River project, desire
to be advised whether they can obtain the
benefit of ccnoessions. but as their bids
were mads before any concessions had
been arranged with the Southern Pacifie
Company, and do not provide for any
benefit to the United States, it had been
decided that the contractor is not entitled
to such benefita. But. as the railroad com-
pany is willing to make the concession in
order to help along the work on the pro-
act as much as possible, the Comptroller
s asked as to the best methed of dealing
with a question of this kind.

Mr. Tracewell in his reply tells how the
auditing rules of the Treasury could be
eomplied with, but adds:

“But, granting such right exists when
ocovered by contract, and such rebate taken
into consideration when the contract is
made, by what stretch of authority the
Government can step in where the contract |
between it and the contractor has been |
entered into and the amount to be paid
for the work or for the work and the ma-
terials fired and liquidated. and receive
or take from a railroad rebate from the |
regular and fixed price of carriage on the |
carriage of the contractor's plant, one-l
balf thereof, is beyond my comprehension.

“The Government, above all others, should ‘

not be a party to a violation of either the
letter or spirit of the Interstate Commerce
Act ar regards the question of. rebates.
It should not engage in questionable trans-
actions in order that a saving of a few dol-
lars may be had, eepecially when this sav-
ing results in the tearing down of a law
which esperience proves very difficult if
not abaclutely impossible to enforce.”

POWERS OF INTERSTATE BOARD.

Cannet Compel 8 Rallroad to Fumish Data
a8 to Toonage, &c., In Carload Lots,

Wasninorox, April 10.—The Bupreme
Court to-day held that the Interstate Com-
merce Commission cannot compel a rail-
road to furnish data as to its tonnage, ton
mileage, earnings and receipts per ton per
mile on grain, hay, cotton, live stock, |
dressed meats, anthracite and bituminous
coal and lumber carried in carload lots,
which information it demanded of the
lake Shore and Michigan Southern Rail-
way. The United States Court for the |
northern district of Ohio denied a writ of
mandamus to ocompel the company to
furnish the information, and t oourt,
to-day affirmed that action.

The commission contended that the
data mentioned was necessary to enable
it to make its annual report and that under |
the general terms of the law it was com-

tent to call on the opurta for assistance
n enforcing obediencé to its order. But
in what way? asks the court. Manifestly
only in such way as the courts had juris-
diction to give. All wers were given
in view of that jurisdiction and the amend-
ments of the interstate commeroce act were
so framed. Bpecific authority was given
by Congress to proceed by mandamus
in compelling the filing of tariff rates and
in matters relating to rebates. It was
clear, therefore, that Congress intended
to give the mor to issue mandamus and
expressed t intention explicitly, and |
guch power ocould not be inferred from the
general provisions for the enforcement
of the act.

*Without attempting now to_define the
extent of that section,” says Justice Mc-
Kenna, “we may say it seems adequate
to enable the commission to o:lforoo any
order it is authorized to make.

Great HBritain and Germany Wil Name
Engineers for Membership.
WaAsnINGTON, April 10.—Great Britain |

and Germany have informed this Govern- |
ment that they will cheerfully suggest civil
engineers of their respective countries for
membership on the Consulting Board of
Engineers of the Panama Canal, a body
created by President Roosevelt just before
he started West, and which will meet some [
time this summer or early in the fall. The |
State rtment requested that Great
Britain, Germany and France each nomi-
nate an eminent civil engineer for this
advisory board, which will decide whether
the canal shall be a sea level or & lock and
dam waterway. France has not replied.

Louis
Syrup and Preserving Company of Granite
City, Ill., as a connecting line with various
roads with whom it divides tariffs. The
other is the lllinois Terminal Raflroad
Company at Alton, Ill., operated by the
Hlinois Glass Company

Another decision relates to the terminal
allowances at St. Louis and East 8t. Louis,
the payments for transferring freight be-
tween those two points made to the Eclipse
Transfer and the Grant Chemical Company
being declared illegal.

This Contribution Is for the Bullding Fund
and Iz 875,000 More Than He Gave
Last Year—Donor Not Approached
When Smarting Under Pulpit Critietsm.

Borston, April 10, Treasurer Charles W.
Perkine of the American Baptist Misslon
Union announced at the meeting of the
executive board of that body this afternoon
that in addition to the $100,000 gift from
John D. Rockefeller of Friday last, a second
donation of $100,000 had been offared by
Mr. Rockefeller. Both gifts were accepted
without debate.

The gifta were made separately, as has
been Mr, Rockefeller's custom in giving to
the mission work of his Church for the last
fifteen years. The first $100,000 waa for the
annual ourrent expenses of the union
This money has been received.

The second gift is for the building fund
of the union. When the needs of the mis-
sion work of the inion were presented
to Mr. Roockefeller two lists were made,
one of the current needs and one of the
money needed for bullding mission houses
in Burmah, Corea, China, Japan and in
the Philippines. ‘The needs for the latter
work were given as $120,589. Mr. Rocke-
feller's annual gifts for the past three years
to this fund have heen only $25,000, but
in view of the increased neede this year
his representative told tha inion be in-
creased his gift to $100,000,

Henry C. Mable, home secretary of the
board, denied that the union had ap-
proaclhied Mr. Rockefeller at the moment
when he was most likely to be emarting

under the criticlsam flung at him from the
pulpit. He wmaid that the union's need |
was great, and Mr. Rockefeller's agent
recognized it by making such a liberal
oontribution. He said the negotiations
were brief and were concluded last week !
